DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 

I. Claims 1-9 disclose a software site license system storing intangible items. 

II. Claims 10-20 disclose generating a software site license including associating 
identifiers to licensable components in the virtual warehouse. 

III. Claims 21-25 disclose purchasing license component. 

IV. Claims 26-30 disclose a process for a vendor site licensing of a hardware 
component including requesting from said warehouse a physical shipment of said 
hardware component to an order originator and prior to said physical shipment receiving 
from said warehouse said external code of said hardware component. 

V. Claims 31-35 disclose an online method for software site licensing including 
entering a password/ID to secure license management website. 

The species are independent or distinct because the all relate to distinctive aspects of licensing. 
Also, different search strategies must be applied to each group. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, no generic.
